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2. I met with Dick Bissell and

After a rather full discussion of the possible candidates it w as agreed that un less 
im^vere interested in becoming the Director of Personnel, 
endorsed as the DD/P and DD/S candidate for this job. They did not believe that DD/I had 
any candidates worth considering. undertook to explore the matter with 

Norman and to advise me as to his reaction. (He telephoned me on 22 April to say that 
Norman did not wish to be considered and that DD/P, therefore, was ready to endorse 

as their candid ate. He a lso said that they would like to explore the possibility of 
nominating a deputy for ^^^^|and I agreed to hold the position open for a reasonable 
length of time for this purpose. I also discussed this subject with Lyman Kirkpatrick

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lor this job. He, in fact, believes that it would be better to
